MORE MONEY NEEDED TO DEFRAY ‘THE 
HEAVY EXPENSES.

LOXDON, December 1.—The strain upon the 
resources of the Parnell defense fund is be- 
ginning to be actually felt, although the sub- 
scriptions continue, among the latest being 
the sum of £1,000 from a Lancaster gentleman 
named Williamson. The Parnellites are con- 
vinoed, however, that ifthe Times is allowed 
to proceed with its case as at present no 
amount likely to be sabsoribed wil! suffice for 
the defense. They are gravely consider- 
ing the subject of a plan which finds much fa- 
vor. It is for their counsel to announce in 
court that they intend to retire from 
the case until evidence is adduced directly 
implicating the League. If the inquiry is 
protracted beyond a certain point this is what 
the Parnellites will do, but they still cling to 
the hope thatthe President of the court will 
intervene and check the endless repetition of 
particulars of outrages, The friends of the 
Times people make no secret of the fact that 
the Times is afraid the famous letters are for- 
geries, and are therefore keeping back and 
prolonging the proceedings in the bope of 
breaking down their opponents by the ex- 


penses. 
THE SHEEHY ARREST. 


The commission appointed to inquire into 
P. Sheehy’se arrest will probably report Tues- 
day. Itis believed there will be serious dif- 
ferences of opinion, and the report will, 
therefore, either be colorless or there will be 
majority and minority reports. The fact that 
reporters were excluded indicates that the 
majority, although small, is opposed to the 
Parnellites. 

THE HOLBORN ‘‘BLACK MAN.

The Calumet and Hecla Fire—A Fatal Dy- 
namite Explosion.

23. Considerable surprise was occasioned, 
especially among the Catholi¢ts, on accoupt of 
the order issued by the Mayor instructing the 
police to take all foundlings to the Baptist 
Orphans’ Home, on Lafayette avenue, instead 
of the St. Ann’s Asylum, as heretofore. 
A great many people locked upon the matter

The num- 
ber of walks looked after by the St. Ann’s Asy- 
lum each year is about fifty.

Totbe surprise 
of the police the child was refused, the Matron 
explaining that the home was taxed to its 
reatest capacity and did not have accommo- 
ation for another child. The child was then 
sent to the St. Ann’s Asylum, where it was re- 


ceived as the others bad been without com- | 


ment or objection. 
A MISUNDERSTANDING. 

The matter was reported back to thé Mayor. 
His explanation of the misunderstanding is 
xiven in the accompanying letter to the Chief 
of Police. 


I have been this day informed by Mrs. J. M. Dun- 
ham, President of the Baptist Urphans’ Home. that 
that institution is full and cannot care for any of the 
waifs picked up by the police. That portion of my 
order, therefore, of November 23. relating to the 
consignment of ten infants to that institution is here- 
by revoked. The rethainder ofthe order, however, 
in regard to cautioning the members of the police 
force to exercise precauti mary diligence in seeking 
the parents of foundlings before committing them 
is still in force. The amount paid out by the city 
for maintenance of these foundlings during the first 
seven months ofthe present fiscal year was $3. 834.41,

THE “WOMAN N BLACK.’ 


A Female Art Solicitor Fined for Assaulting 
a Banker.

Syracuse, N. I., December 1.—About ten 
days ago, Bridget T. Redmond came here and 
commenced soliciting contributions for an art 
school. It wag thought she weg a fraud and 
the matter was investigated. The result was 
that she was arrested for soliciting alms in 
violation of a city ordinance. Among those she 
called on was Edward 8. Dawson, Treasurer 
of the Ondagona County Savings Bank, who 


notified the police. A local paper published 
aninterview with Mr. D:wson the day Miss 
Redmond Was arrested. She was released on 
her own recognizance. Before her arrest she 
was known about the city and the public was 
warned against her As the woman in black.“ 
Mr. Dawson was sitting in his private office 
yesterday morning when Miss Redmond en- 
tered and submitted an interview which he 
had had with a reporter. Are you golng to 
apologize for that?'’ the w man asked. 

Why should I apologize?’’ the bank treas- 
urer asked.

N the Thirty-fifth 
General Assembly of 
the State, which con- 
venes at Jefferson 
ity, January 2, St.

On the Republican side in the Senate, James 
McGinnis looms up as one of the most promi- 
nent members in either house and in either 
party of the last four or five Legisiatures. The 
country members of his own party regard him 
as their leader and look to him for political 
and parliamentary advice. His prestige suf - 
fers somewhat for the well-known fact that he 
has been and is believed even now to be 
the attorney of the St. Louis brewers. 
The prohibition question, in the guise of sub- 
mission, will be one of the leading features of 
legislation this winter, and McGinnis is looked 
to as the member who will champion the 
saloon and brewery interests, as be has in. 
variably done on previous occasions.

The pictures 
scattered through this 
article give an excellent 

Jiaesa of the cut, shape, 
ob scantiness and spectacu- 
ier glories of some of the 
very newest and most 
splendid burlesque cos- 
tumes of the Old and New Worlds. The lines 
thut were laid down for Fay just two years ago 
by the Lord Chamberlain are scrupulously 
followed in them all. 

Yet these stage dresses, which are designed 
as much to display the beauties of the feminine 
form as to illustrate an :

which seem entirely 
proper to the contem- 
porary eye, would not 
have been tolerated on 
any stage in New York 
a quarter of a century 
ago.

That is what made bis 
eyebalis buige with horrified admiration when 
he got to the Gaiety. 

The handsome and well-rounded Templeton 
in all the glory of her dusky beauty was ar- 
rayed from toe to waist in thin silk feshings—as 
they are called by the burlesque artist—which 
displayed without puff, plait or interfering 
break of any kind the whole symmetry of her 
extensive proportions. It is almost an inva- 
riable rule that artists, male or female, who 
adorn thelr continuations in — — shall wear 
a saddle, which is a protec ing pad.

BURLESQUE COSTUMES A CENTURY AGO. 

„Modern English buriesque,’’ said Nellie 
Farren, the Gaiety Company's chief feminine 
star, ‘‘began as such not much more than 
fifty years azo. It is stated as a fact by bur- 
lesque sharps like Mr. Slater there, for in- 
stance, that Enatish burlesque dates back to

The 
tighte of those days were 
made of woollen and 
cotton, and cost, per- 
haps, 50 cents a pair. 
The tights of to-day are 
made of the finest ilk, 
and cost from $380 to $35 
a peir. The old-time 
shoes were of paper. 
The shoes of to-day are 
of kid, Russia or patent 
leather. The trousers of

those days were made of giazed linings. The 


trousers of to-day are of Liberty siiks. The 
coat and shirt and sash were in the old days of 
colored cottons. To-day they are of the most 
costly silke. The old costume cost complete, 
perhaps, $7. That of to-day mounts up on an 
average to $140. To stage a buriesque then in 
London, say twenty-two years — would cost 
about $8,500. Now it costs 60. 000.

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Movements of the Washington Monument. 


From the Washington Star. 

Great care is taken to note the movements 
of the Washington monument, for it does 
move. The law of contraction and expansion 
of material by heat and cold operates here as 


elsewhere. When the sun shines full on the 
eastern face in the morning,the stones on that 
side expand and throw the shaft slightly to 
the west. Then the sun goes aroundto the 
south and the apex of the monuments 
makes a corresponding swing to the 
north, As the orb creeps about the sky 
to its final setting in the evening, the giitter- 
ing point on top of the monument makes a 
contra-movement around half a circle, gradu- 
ally — 1 back to its normal sition after 
the rays of the sun have lost their power. This 
movement has never been calculated, bat is 
undoubtedly very slight. The wind, too, has 
an effect upon the structure. From the center 
of gravity of the shaft, located 174 feet and 10 
Inches from the floor, is a cross-beam from 
which is suspended a fine steel wire, protected 
by a gaivanized iron tube about four inches 
in diameter. This hangs to the 
floor at the northwest corner of the 
elevator well. At the bottom is a plumb-bob 
weighing twenty-five 2 suspended by 
means of the wire, and hanging in water. An 
iron cylinder protects the instrument from 
Injury, and a little iron house about four feet 
aie keeps off the draught. Through the 
cylinder isa tejeacopic eyepiece, in one end 
of which are two vertical wires about one- 
quarter of an inch apart. When a candle 16 
held at an opening in the side of the box, and 
the eye isapplied to the outside end of the 
tube, the plumb line can be seen—a fine line 
between the vertieal marks. Any movement 
in the shaft is 9 & corresponding 
movementin the line. hen the structure 
is at rest and in ite normal position the line 
hangs still midway between the others, but 
when the shaft is disturbed by the action of 
the wind its sways back and forth itke the 
endulum ofaciock, always coming to rest 
nthe center. This is observed eve day, 
and ifthe custodian should ever notice the 
line hanging still at any point outside of the 
two cross lines, he will then know that the 
monument bas been permanently moved from 
its level position. ntil then, however, no 
one need be alarmed by the oscillations of the 
shaft from the action ofthe wind or the in- 
fluence of the sun.

The Illumination of Rome.

The iliumination last night of the ruins of 
Ancient Rome and of the wonderful view 
stretching from the Capitol tothe Coliseum 
must be pronounced one of the most success- 


ful and certainly one of the most fantastic and 
— apenas offered tothe German 
Emperor during his visit. A royal stand, sur- 
mounting two others for specially invited 
Sop mpd ded erected on the highest point of the 

alatine Hill, facing the Temple of Peace, and 
thence the Emperor and the royal party com- 
manded the whole of the wonderful panorama. 
The Forum and the Via Sacre were kept quite 
clear, and every stone was visible as now the 
electric light, and anon red, white, or green 
fires shed strong reflections on the principal 
ne At one time the Collseum away to 
the right was illuminated from within, and 
seemed a colossal heap of burning cinders, 
Many colored lights came and went, tranefig- 
uring the Capitol, the Arch of Titus, the Tem- 
ple of Peace, the Arch of Septimius Severus 
and the surrounding churches with magical 


effect. Sheaves of flery rockets darted upward 
from the ‘ruins, dissolving in multicolored 
stars. The royal group itseif was not the least 


picturesque part of the display, as moonlight, 
suddenly shining out, flashed up onthe bright 
helmets and decorations and on the white 
dresses of the royal ladies, with here and 
there the sparkle ofa diamond. When the 
last rocket had been fired and moonlight 
seemed to be taking possession of ail there 
suddenly shone out from the summit of the 
Oapitol an immense star in a pure white licht. 
This was received with great applause by 
the crowd.

In a recent interview Speaker CARLISLE 


again recommends the plan favored by 
him in the Forty-fifth Congress for bring- 
ing the electoral vote and the popular 
vote into closer accord and making it 
more certain that the candidate who is 
the choice of amajority of the voters shall 
be chosen President. 


Mr. CARLISLE’s plan would leave the 


States the same number of electors as at 
present, and would still have two of them 
elected as now to represent the State at 
large, but the remainder of each State’s 
presidential electors he would divide be- 
tween the parties or their candidates on 
the basis of proportional representation, 
giving each party its share of the whole 
according to its relative proportion of the 
whole number of votes cast in the eleo- 
tion.

The testimony taken by the Senate Finance 
Committee relative to the tariff has been pub- 
lished, and fills a volume of 1,185 pages.

No grand oratorio 
worthy ofthe pame had appeared sinoe the 
linmortal **Creation.’’ 

Mendelasobn'’e work, therefore, excited the 

atest enthusiasm, and wa#soon pertormed 
nail the musical centers of Germany, and in 
the following 8 England, the native land 
of oratorio.

BEFORE JUDGE DILLON. f 


Final Judgment in the Divorce Cases De- 
ferred Till Monday—Drink and Deser- 
tion as Features—Nusholts Gets His 
Name—The Kauffman Milling Co.'s 
Change of Venue—Legal News. 


HIS was default day in 
Judge Dilion’s court, 
and divorces, as usual, 
figured most promi- 
inentiy among the 
oases. Drink and de- 
sertion, too, were 
largely the hackneyed, 
yet ever dolorous, 
plaints of those seek - 
ing separations. Judge 
Dillon listened to the reading of the petitions 
and to the evidence, but decided not to pass 
judgment until Monday, to-day being the last 
ofthe term. The following cases were dock - 
eted for trial: 
LOCHNER VS. LOCHNER. 

The green-eyed monster and the general 
Griffith Gaunt condition of affairs that usually 
accompanies such cases made up the main 
points in the petition of Frieda Lochner for 
divorce from Joseph Lochner. Their mar- 
riage was celebrated in 1884, and since then, 
so Frieda alleged, her husband has made her 
lite a burden dy a system of watching and 
espionage which was anything but pleasant to 
the plaintiff. She became 80 tired of living, 
the petition went on to say, that now, there- 
fore, to wit, she did pray that the court grant 
her divorce and such malotenance as it saw 
fit and lawful. 

HOLSTHEIN VS. HOLSTHEIN. 

Kate Holsthein wanted to be put asunder 
from Louis fora list of causes too numerous 
to mention. Afew of these were failure to 
support, abuse, vile names, too much liquor, 
and about six others. She prayed for the cus- 
tody of her two minor children and mainten- 
ance. 


KEMPFER VS. KEMPFER. 
John and Emma Kempter were married in 
1885 and had one child, Emma. In his petition 
for Jivorce presented to the court to-day he 


stated that bis wife has absented herself from 
him for the space of one year without reason- 
able cause. e wanted a divores and the care 
of his child Emma. 

BRINE V8. BRINE. 

Wm. J. Brine stated in his petition for di- 
vorce from Rebeeca J. Brine that he married 
her at Bradford, Conn., in 1885, ere he had at- 
tained his majority. That since that time he 
has discovered that his wife has been unfaith- 
fulto him, and, indeed, alleges that ehe was 
unfaithful to him even before their marriage, 
but that this was then unknown to him. e- 
becca does not live in St. Louis, but William 
wanted the divorce just the same as though 
she were here in person. 

MUELLER V8. MUELLER. 

Minnie Mueller averred that she married 
John in 1881, and that ten weeks after the cer- 
emony was performed he inaugurated a sys- 
tem of abuse which finally drove her trom him 
and compelled ber to seek refuge in the houses 
of kind neighbors. She asked for divoree and 
restoration to her maiden name. 

HOGAN NS. HOGAN. 

Mary Hogan sought a legal separation from 
ber husband Sylvester on avery long list of 
complaints, principal among which were 
those thatthe defendant was inthe habit of 
indulging too freely in strong drink and when 
fired with tnis stimulant would throw off his 
surplus nervous energy in abusing the plain- 
tif. Mrs. Hogan further charged that Syives- 
ter failed to Eve the support he h con- 
tracted to and at times permitted his passions 
to sv get away with him that he allowed him- 
self to strike her more than once. She there- 
fore asked divorcee, the restoration of ber 
former name Dwyer, the custody of her boy, 
James Joseph, anda money allowance. The 
couple were married in 1883. 

FAST VS. FAST. 

The ground of action in the suit of Clara 
Belle Fast against Orin Fast was that of habit 
ual intemperance on the part ofthe said 
Orin. They were married, so saith the peti- 
tion in the case, in the year of 1876, and that 
the said plaintiff ‘‘demeaned herseif,’’ ete., 
but that said defendant, ‘‘wholiyfdisregard- 
ing, ete., addicted 1 to the flowing 
bow! and failed to pay her that respect due 
ber station. Orin, she stated, is a salesmun 
in a liquor store, receives a good salary, and 
there did she petition fora divoree, restora- 
tion of her maiden name Donkle, custody of 
ber chiid and support from ber husband. 

LIND vs. LIND. 

Christian Lind averred that on or about the 
27th day of July, 1880, he and Mary, his pres- 
ent wife, were married in Baltimore. That on 
or about the 6th day of June, 1881, his wife left 
bim and never returned. Hence he prays to 
be legally as well as really separated {rum her. 

— VS. BOCHE. 

Kate Roche petitioned for divorce from 
John Roche on grounds of habitval drunken- 
ness, failure to support and cruelty, They 
were married in 1875 at Des Moines, Ilo. Mrs. 
Roche asked, in addition to her petition for a 
divorce, for the custody of her three chiidren. 

KRIECKHAUS V8. KRIECKHAUS, 

Louis Krieckbaus petitioned for divorce 
from Elia C. Krieckbaus on grounds of simple 
desertion. They were merried here in 1881 
and in 1887, so saith the petition, the defendant 
deserted the plaintiff, 

BEDFORD vs. BEDFORD. 
Elizabeth Bedford prayed for divoree from 
orge D. because, as she said, after their 
marriage in 1878 the defendant began to drink 
and to treat her badly. On one occasion, she 
said, he struck her, felling her to the floor 
and on another ordered her out of house and 
home with her child. She stood this for some 
time, she alle „ and finally left him. she 
now prayed for divorcee, the custody of her 
ap ag and such support as the Court saw fit 
give. 


Nusholtz and His Name. 


Judge Dillon after hearing all the testi- 
mony in the Nusholtzg case, this worn 
ing decided that the objections of 
Frank Nusholtz did not hold good, and 


that Abraham Judowitz might hereafter 
be known in law as in custom, as Abraham 
Nusholts, The Judge went on to say the evi- 
“4000 clearly showed that since 1888, Frank 
and Abraham Nusholtz bad seen joey build- 
img up their ge ! business. hile Frank 
Nusholtz might object to a legal change of 
name by hie former partner, that was a matter 
to be remedied, if at all, by an injunction 
sought in the regular way. The Judge beld, 
however, that no objection raised by Frank 
could impair the right of Abraham to be 
known as Nusholtz. The objection to the 
order for the change of name from Judowitz 
to Nusholtz was accordingly overruied, with 
the additional statement from the bench that 
even if the Court had refused Abraham's re- 
quest in the first place it would, after hearing 
the evidence, have no longer delayed grant - 
ing the petition.

work. hey are too ready to imttate lazy, 
thriftiens white people who only work under 
compulsion. 

The old class of colored people, who were 
taught to work under the slavery regime,have 
proved the most thrifty of the free colored 
peopie, the most Mmdustrious, and the best 
mannered. They are the class mainly which 
have accumulated property in their freedom, 
and they are the most desirable colored em- 
ployes. But this class is rapidly passing 
away. The old-fashioned colore men 
and women, whom every Southern man and 
woman is bound to cherish with an 
affection peculiar to the institution of 
slavery, are growing rarerevery day, and in 
their place comes a set sprung up since the 
war who Often show no appreciation of thelr 
duties of life, and have no consideration for 
or sense Of politeness toward the white peo- 
ple. We regret.to have observed this. No 
one reared in She Gays of slavery,born among, 
inheriting, and owning them, accustomed te 
their assoc! n from 4 > outh, and 40 
ways tended and served b em, can ever 
lose his interest in the black people of the 
South. Tosuch it will ever be paintual to ob- 
serve their retrogression.

‘EFFECTS OF BRAIN WORK. 


THE ONLY WAY TO REACH TRE FULL 
MEASURE OF HEALTH. 


Eduestion in Relation to It—‘‘Mental I azi- 
ness — Brains Dying for Lack of Food— 
Symptoms of Declining Bratn Power—The 
Frequent Course of the Suicido. 


Not long ago t eared in the Lendon 
Spectator an article on Mental Laziness.’’ 
The ground it took Was that savages, the in- 
tellectudlly untrained among socalled civilized 
people, and, in bertaln departments of en- 
davor, differing with the individual, even the 
educated, shrink from mental exertion ‘‘as 
an animal shrinks from physical pan. 
In the mazority of instances they make it 
only when they are actually compelied to 
do 80, preférring in most eases the ‘‘easy’’ 
way of doing a thing, no matter how ep 
shod it may be. With training or practice, it 
is possible for all men to fesch a state in 
which, over a smaller or larger area, mental 
exertion becomes easy and affords pleasure; 
when pushed by necessity, they acquire this 
intellectual mastery over some field through 
involuntary effort; at other times, to do so 
they must émploy sheer will. 

The matter has a decided bearing upon 
health. It was the opinion of an acute En- 
glish physician, Dr. Richardson, that man was 
made for civilization. In other words, that 
not only his mind but his bodily health 


thrives better under it than when heis ina 
state of savaeeism and this not alone because 
of any superiority in his physical surround 
ings, but from the sitiple fact that his mind is 
developed, is active and exerts a beneficial 
influence upon his body. Hufeland, too, 
thought that ‘‘acertain degree of culture is 
physically necessary for man and promotes 
duration of life.’ 
THE FULL MEASURE OF HEALTH 

is only to be reached by those who are, we 
will not say ge civilized, but,other things 
being equal, intellectually or g@stheticalty or 
spirituaily active. Only when the immaterial 
part is developed into vigor and life and is of 
something higher than a merely animal ex- 
istence, does the conscloustiess become 
charged with a sense of pleasure and of power, 
which innervatesgand invigorates the phys? 
ical organism by that eur ous influence of the 
mind upon the body of which we know so lit- 
tie, but which is so incontestable a fact, and 
brings it to its highest condition. “Mental 
training, by refining the nervous organization, 
makes the same quantity of muscalar power 
go much further. Nogreat prize fiyhter, 
no matter how mighty were his thews, 
if his mind lay fallow, was ever thoroughly 
healthy. Training“ ‘will do much, but, in 
addition to training, withanything that might 
— have been called mental cultivation he 
would have reached a state I- in- 
tegrity and vigor of which he had previously 
never dreamed. Our Indians we have not 
found to be theequalsin health of a first- 
rate representative of Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion, developed in body and mind. This not 
only from the exposure to whivh they are sub- 
ected, and from their extremely irregular 

abits with regard to nutrition, undergoing 
long fasts, and when an opportunity arrives 
gorging to repletion, thus, in either case, fast- 
ing or feasting, straining their bodies, but 
largely because their intellects lie dormant. 
The great athletes, the long-lived men, the 
powerful armies have belonged to civilized 
nations, The average of life, héaith, size and 
strength is highest among civilized races. 
Savage races, no matter n bow favorable a 
climate 7 dwell, always tend to die out. 
They have all the diseases to which civiliza- 
tion 18 1 ag and show less ability to resist 
them. do not thrivé when transplanted 
to civilized ands—the civilized man thrives 
anywhere. Dr, Kane bore the rigors of the 
Arctic zone better than the Esquimaux them 
selves. The Oriental saber is tow small for the 
English hand and the bracelet of the Kaffir 
Warrior for the Anglo-Saxon arm. 
travelers among our Indians and mission- 
aries to the South Sea Islands found that in 
athietic contests the natives were 

BEATEN BY THE EUROPEANS. 

When the French savans, Peron, Regnier 

and Ransonnet a their dynamometers 
to the islands of thie Indian Ocean, they found 
with surprise that ah average Englis sailor 
was 42 per cent stronger and an average 
Frenchman 80 per cent stronger than the 
strongest island tribe they visited.“ Says 
Prichard: it is now well Known that all sav- 
age races have less muscular power than civ- 
ilized menu. Johnstone in North Africa and 
Cuwming in South Africa could find no serene 
as strong in the arms as themselves. When- 
ever records of longevity have been kept it 
has been found to bein proportion to the ad- 
vance in civilization and cultivation—the rate 
of mortality in Paris, for instunce, having de- 
creased 100 per cent in the last 500 years, 
and hali-barbarous Russia to-day showing 
in proportion to its population more than 
double the mortality of Enzland. 

Our insane asylums are largely peopled with 
inmates, «specially wave Ba trom country dis: 
tricts, whose lives have been one round of 
monotonous labor, knowing little or no men- 
tal stimulus or development. From sonre- 
what the same cause, minds that maintain 
too constantly a relaxed, as opposed to a 
tense, attitude—indul ing greatly, for in- 
stance, in reading to the exclusion of study, 
babitaally relying ape written memoranda 
instead of exerting themselves to remember, 
etc.—not only dweli in bodies necessarily un- 
strung, but can never be thorou ely healthy 
themselves. The reason, too, w u every 
day lite and in personal and national 7 
people are too slow in adopting the right 
course is largely that, beine too mentally lazy 
to think, they Have missed the highest sound- 
ness and health of alli—the moral. 

An able writer, Mr. T. W. Higginson, says: 
„it civilization sacrifice the physical ho 
lessly to the mental, and the barbaris 
merely sacrifice the mental to the 
then barbarism is unquestionably 
thing, 80 far as it goes, beeause it pro 
the essential preliminary conditions.

| HOW THEY MANAGED II. 


SOME INSIDE FACTS ABOUT THE LATE 


MEETING OF THE LEAGUE 


The Weak Clubs Conspire and, Led by Nim- 
ick of Pittsburg, Quietly Do Up” Bos- 
ten, Chicago and New York—The Schem- 
ers Outechemed—Sporting News and 
Gossip—Base Ball Chaff and Chat. 


It is evident that the weaker clubs of the 
League have made up th@r minds to run the 
concern themselves for awhile. During the 
last League meeting at New York it was 
plain to every one present that Pittsburg, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Indianapolis and 
Oleveland made up their slates before the 
members from New York, Chicago and Boston 
were called on to express theiropinion. The 
weaker clubs were mach like the man whose 
shoe pinched bim. He knew himself 
where it hurt most. The three big 
clubs who had made money and 
never knew what it was to go down deep into 
their pockete for the wherewith to make a 
settlement at the end of each season, stood 
by much like the man who was compelled to 
listen to the wind blowing his house down. 

The graded salary clause was the invention 
of Nimick of Pittsburg and Brush of Indlan- 
apolis. They were careful to keep their 
movementsa secret from Boston, New York 
aod Chicago until they were ready to spring 
the scheme on the strong clubs. The speech 
of the Indianapolis President at tbe 
meeting, when he made known the result 
of bis labor, was said to have been very elo- 
quent. Gentlemen, he said, ‘‘iook at the 
base ball wrecks on every hand since the 
League was formed in 1876. From Providence 
to Kansas City you can find the stranded clubs 
on every side. Just think of great clubs win 
ning the championship of the League like 
Providence and Detroit, and then go under 
the very next season for the want of financial 
support in cities of over 100,000 population.

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WHERE DUCKS ARK PLENTY. 


The Game Season Opens in the South and 
Hunters Are Happy. 


From the Savannah News. 

Wild ducks are reported to be plentiful, 
more so than at any time before at this season 
of the year, and are selling as low as 50 cents 
per pair. They are not found in the rivers so 
much, an old sportsman says, but they are 
feeding inthe rice fields which were over- 


flowed by the last freshet. The ducks are 
mostly mallard, but there are, some teal. 
Very few canvas-backs are ever seen in this 
section. They are avery rare bird and com- 
mand as highas $6 and $8 per pair in the 
North, owing to their delicious flavor, asthey 
feed onthe wild celery which grows in the 
neighborhood of the Chesapeake Bay. 

„Lou can always tell when the ducks are 
coming South, said one duck hunter to an- 
other a few days ago, aa his companion shot a 
blue peter. 

**How’s that?“ asked the other. 

„Whenever you see a ‘blue peter’ you may 
know the ducks are on the way South,’’ was 
the rejoinder. 

The blue peter“ Is said to be a very tooth- 
some delicacy, equaling the fresh-water 
marsh hen. 

We very rarely get any wild geese in this 
section,’’ the sporteman added. ‘‘They have 
been flying over the past week in great num 
bers, on their way South, many of them going 
to South Florida, but the great bulk ef them 
go to the more tropical islands.’’

An Order About Suburban Trains 
Was Very Queerly Understood. 


The following order was issued this morning 
by A. W. Dickinson, General Superintendent 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway: 

In order to fully — a) with the ordinances of the 
city of St. Louis, the following rules must hereafier 
be strictly observed by all subordinate officers, en- 
gineers, t'ainmen and other employes interested in 
the movement of trains or engines between the limits 
below specified: 

. No car or cars or engines must be ruu within the 
city limits of St. Louis. between Ewing avenue to 
and including the Levee tracks. at a speed exceeding 
six (6) miles per beur. 

2. No cars or engines must be permitted to ob- 
struct any street c\ ossing by standing thereon more 
than two (2) minutes at any one time. 

Whenever trains or engines are moving or run- 
ning, the engine bell must be continuously rung 
within the above ltimits. 

4. Wheneveran * or passenger cars are run 
backwards, or when they are pushed by engines 
within the above limits, during the day or at night, a 
competent brakeman must always be stationed on the 
rear or forward car of the train, as the case may be, 
to see that the track is clear, and to give the neces- 
sary signals to the engineer. 

No freight car or cars must at any time, night or 
day, be moved within the above limits unless they 
are properly manned with competent brakemen, 
who must be kept at their posts, and so stationed 
on the train as to see any obstruction on the track 
aud also to hear any siguals made by the engineer. 

Any failure to our with the above rules by em- 
pioyes will subject this railway company to heavy 

enalties, and all subordinate officers and employes 

nterested will be held responsible for strictly com- 
plying with the same at all times. 

A morning paper succeeded in annoying the 
commuters on this railway by stating that the 
speed of six miles an hour would be the limit 
on suburban trains. That would, if applied 
to the territory within the city limits, serious-
